EXTRACTS 
From the Message of President Lamar, to 
the Texian Congress 
No State paper that ever we read sur- 
passes the Inaugural Address of President 
Laman. We have seized the oppertunily, 
while nothing of moment is passing in the 
Legislature, that we are in possession of, to 
extract copiously from it, It contains 
the sentiments of a lofly mind ; and the 
United States may well be proud of such 
ason. 


After some prefatory remarks, and a 
suitable supplication to the Divinity, the 
Address says: 

In the new sphere in which I shall soon 
be called (o act, I trust 1 bring with me 
no feelings unbecoming the first oflicer of 
a free government. Nobler considera- 
tions than the gratification of seltish pur- 
poses and proscriptive passions must en 
gage the Dxeculive attention. We have 
prace to procures the public credit to «s- 
tablish, and the resources of our country 
to develop. ‘These, and similar, are great 
concerns, which should engross the atten) 
tion of every department of government. 
and call forth the highest energies of en- 
lightened patriotism. But they are not 
to be attained, fellow citizens, without 
inion among the people, and without re- 
ciprocal contidence between the public 
depositories of power. Tf distrust and 
jealousy be allowed to take root in the 
different departments of government, and 
factious discensions spring up in the 
som of our present peaceful and united 
population, all the efforts of the patriot to 
vance the public weal will prove una- 
vailing and abortive; and the nation, in- 
stead of moving onward to that proud cle- 
vation that awaits her, must pecessarily 
recede into a debased condition, and pos- 
sibly sink into irretrievale ruin. As one 
who is ever ready to make a sacrifice of 
all personal considerations to the nation’s 
welfare. 1 entreat this enlightened assem 
bly to receive the renewed arsurance of 
my fixed determination, in the discharge 
of official duties, to be guided solely by the 
good of ovr common countrys and so far 
as my humble abilities will permit, full 
the expectations of a generous and confid- 
ing people. 

‘Phe character of my administration may 
be anticipated in the domestic nature of 
our goveinment and peaceful habits of the 
people, Looking upon agriculture, com 
merce, and the useful arts as the true basis 
of all national strength and glory, it will 
be my leading policy to awaken into vig 
orous activity, the wealth, talent and ep 
lerprise of the countzy 3 and at the same 
time to lay the foundation of these higher 
institutions for moral and mental culture, 
without which no government on demo 
cratic principles ean prosper, nar (he peo 
ple long preserve their liberties. In the 
management of our foreign inte reouse, | 
would recommend, that we deal justly with 
all nations, aggressively to none— preserve 
friendly and amicable relations with such 
asmay be disj-osed to reciprocate the pol- 
icy, and avoiding all protracted and per- 
plexing negociations, court free and unre- 
stricted commerce wherever it may the 
interest of our people to carry the national 
flag. Preferring peace, bul not averse to 
war, I shall be ever ready to adjust all dif- 
ferences with our enemies by friendly dis 
cussion and arrangement, at the same time 
be equally prompt to adopt either offen- 
sive or defensive operations as (heir dis- 
position and our own safety may render 
necessary. Uncouscions of any selfish in- 
fluences which are likely to draw me from 
the path of duty, I hope inthe administra- 
tion of our domestic affairs, to recommend 
by my example the spirit of justice and 
moderation in (he exercise of official func- 
tions. J shall bestow preferment upou the 
virluons and intelligent of all parties, who 
have the good of the country and not their 
own aggrandizement inview;—observe an 
equal and impartial balance between the 
rights, claims and interests of every class 
of our fellow citizens, dealing justly with 
all, intentionally wrong with none;—sus- 
tain the freedom of the press, the purity 
of elections, the nt of opinion, and the 
freedom and sanctity of religion;—main- 
tain the integrity and iedependence of the 
Judiciar: (hs great dispensary of justice, 
and the correction of civil, criminal and 
constitutional abuses; economise the pub- 
liv resources;—protect the frontiers; rec- 
ommend equality of taxation, burthening 
none of the branches of industry for the 
benefit of others; discourage multiplicity 
of legislation; patronise talents, integrily, 
and cobricty, and support with becoming 
liberality all laudable and patriotic insti 
tutinns founded in reason and tested by ex- 
perience. Abobe all things. my fellow- 
cilizeng, I shall feel it to beymy imperious 
duty to execnte the Jaws with impunity 
to guard the public against fraud; to hold 
every individnal in official station to strict 
accountability; and under all circumstan- 
ces and at every hazard to maintain order!

There is however one question, of the 
highest national concernment, on which I 
feel it a privilege and a duty to address: 
myself to the great body of the people 
themselves. 1 mean the annexation of 
our country to the American Anion. Not- 
withstanding the almost undivided voice 
ol my fellow citizens at one time, in fa- 
yor of the measure; and notwithstanding 
the decision of the National Congress at 
its last session inhibiting the Chief Mag- 
istrate from withdrawing the proposition 
at the Cabinet at Washington, yet still i 
have never been able myself to perceive 
the policy of the desired connection: 
discover in it any advantage either civil, 
political or commercial, which could pos: 
fibly result to Texas. But on the contr 
ry a long train of consequences of the 
most appalling character and magnitude. 
have never failed to present themselves 
whenever I have entertained the subject. 
and forced upon my mind the unwelcome 
conviction that the step once taken would 
produce a lasting regiet, and ultimately 
prove as disastrous to our liberty and hope, 
as the triumphant sword of {be enemy. 
‘And Lsay this from no irreverence to the 
character and institutions of my native 
country, whose welfare 1 have ever de- 
sired, and do still desire, above my indi- 
vidual happiness, but a deep and abiding 
gratitude to the people of ‘Texas, as well 
fervent devotion to those sacred prin 
ciples of government, whose defence invi- 
ted me to this country, compells me to say 
that however strong may be my attach 
ment to the parent lind, the land ef my 
adoption must claim my highest allegiance 
and affection, her glory and happiness 
must be ny paramount consideration; and 
T cannot allow myself to speak in any oth 
ér than the linrunge of freedom and frank 
ness on all matters involving her safety. 


When I reflect upon the invalusble 
rights which ‘Texas will have to yield ap 
with the surrender of her Independenc 
the right of making either war or peace 
the right of controlling the Indina tribes 
within ber borders; tie right of appropa 
ating her public domain to purposes ol 
education and internal improvement, of 
levying her own taxes, regulating her own 
commerce, and forming her own allian- 
ces and treaties—when T view her dives 
ted of the most essential attributes of fre 
government, reduce 
Unfit fraction of a giant power; or pead 
venture divided into territorial districts, 
with governors and judges and excise men 
appointed from abroad to administer laws 
which she had no adequate voice in en- 
acting, and to gather imposts for the ben- 
efit of those who levy them—when 1} look 
upon her, she soon will be, the Coanu- 
copia of the world, pouring her abundan! 
treasures into the lap of other people than 
her own; a tributary vassal to remote and 
uncongenial communities; communities as 
widely separated from her in feelings as in 
distance, who are known to be opposed to 
her peculiar aud essential interests, and 
who ure daily sending forth their denun- 
ciations against her from the fire-side, the 
pulpit, and the council chamber,—and 
when I bearin mind thatall this sacrifice 
of rights, and dignity, ud character, is to 
be made, for what?—for the privilege of 
going inlo a Union in which she carries 
wealth without proportional influence— 
for the glory of identifying her fortunes 
with a government, in which a large por- 
tion of the inhabitants are alarmed for the 
safety of the very institution upon W hich 
her own hopes of happiness are based; a 
government embracing conflicting inter 
tereats and irreconcilable prejudices, with 
lasting causes of domestic quarrel, where 
Texas can hope for nothing but  partici-| 
pation in the sirifes that distract the pub 
lic councils, and after passing (hrough ma- 
ny throes and convulsions, be the means, 
perhaps, of producing or accelerating an 
awful catastrophe, which none could be 
more ready avert, or sincercly deplore, 
than herself. When reflect upon these 
inevitable and fatal consequences of the 
proposed connection, and then turn from 
the dark and dreary picture to the con- 
templation of the bigh destiny that awaits 
our country; the great prosperity which 
lies within her attainment, ifshe will but 
appreciate her natural advantag 
not part with the right of developing 
controlling her incalculable resources: — 
when I view her vast extent of territory, 
stretching from the Sabine to the Pacific, 
and away to the South West, as far asthe 
obstinacy of the enemy may render it ne- 
cessary for the sword to mark the boun: 
dary, embracing the most delightful cli~ 
mate and the richest soilin the world,and 
behold it allin a state of high cultivation 
and improyement—ber mountains of min- 
eral yielding their vast treasures to the 
touch of industry; her Juxuriant pastures 
alive with flocks and heards, and her wide

devise in government, and to the entire 
revolution which her example in free 
trade will effect on the commerce of oth- 
er nations, emancipating it from the thral- 
dom of tariff exactions. and plncing it up- 
on the high grounds of equitable recipro- 
city, all’of which will as certainly flow 
from the maintenance of her present in- 
dependent position, as the sun courses the 
heavens-—when I reflect upon these vust 
and mosmenlous consequences, 80 fatal to 
liberty on the one hand, and so fraught 
with happiness and glory on the other, I 
cannot regard the annexation of Texna to 
the Amerian Union imany other light than 
as the grave of all her hopes of happiness 
and greatness; and if, contrary to the pres- 
ent aspect of her affiirs, the amalgama- 
tion shall ever hereafter take place, Tehall 
feel that the blood of our martyred heroes 
had been shed in yain--that we had riven 
the chains of Mexican despotism, only to 
fetter our country with more indissoluble 
bonds; and thal a poung Republic, just 
rising into high distinction amonng tbe 
nations of earth, had been swallowed up 
and lost, likea proud bark ina devouring 
vortex. 

‘That the people of Texas should have 
been in favor of annexation at the time 
their votes were given on the question, is 
hota matter of surprise, when we consider 
the then existing condition of the country. 
She was left, after the battle of San Ja- 
cinto, fcelile and exhaucted—without 
means and without credit; her settle 
ments broken up; her villages desolated 
hy ruthless invasion; and cinid all, still 
threatened, in her defenceless situation, 
with a return of the foc and renewal of 
the sad calamities of war.- Under such a 
state of things, no wonder that the pe ople, 
harrassed and almost ruined—bleeding 
with present wounds, and apprehending 
further accumulation of ills, should be wil- 
ling to purchase momentary security by 
surrender of their national Independenc 
Perhaps there was wisdom in the choices 
bat Lam free to confess that even at that 
lime, amidst the darkest period of our 
country’s history, L never despaired of the 
Republic, but with unshaken confidence 
in the strength of our cause, and a full 
knowledge of what the energies of a free 
ind determined people were capable of 
chieving, I raised my [ceble voice against 
the eacrifice which we were about to 
make, without any reference to the difi- 
culties of (he moment, and with an eye 
exélusively directed to the future glory 
of the nation, and permanent prosperity 

ad happiness to all. 

Bat these imposing considerations, which, 
at one time, rendered the proposed politi- 
cal chnnexion seemingly desirable, have 
lost their validity and force. Indeed they 
exist no longer. Our desolated plains 
have become green meadows and luxuri- 
ant fields. Where the iron car of wac 
rolled with destroying energy, the plough- 
share of the husbandiman is driven in 
peace aud safety; aod instead of a sparce 
and suffering population, weighed down 
with poverty and blighted hopes, we be- 
hold a powerful and prosperous people, 
daily jocreasing in wealth and numbers, 
happy in their present possessions, and 
looking forward to still higher and more 
glorious results. Invasion, too, fs lost 
ite terrors, Conscious of ourown strength, 
we know very well that the eneny has 
greater reason to apprehend danger from 
us, tan we from him, A change has 
come over the aspect of our affairs. We 
have risen from our prostration with re- 
doubled energy. And shall we now, in 


dowing 1 


a 


the midst of glorious hopes and increas- 
ing rigor, persevere in a suicidal policyy 
originally founded in necessity rather 


than choice? Would it not be far bet- 
ter for us, since the reasons which influs 
enced cur furmer verdict can have no 
farther application, to re-consider that 
verdict, and on good and valid showing 
reverse the judgment? 

Never were a people so favorably situa- 
ted as we are for the establishment of a 
wise and happy government. We have 
already Inid the ground work successsully 
and well, and it is only necessary now 
that we pay proper attention to the 
strength and smnyctry of the enperstruc- 
ture. Asin the natural sciences, discove 
eries are daily being made, so in the art 
of good government, the great teacher, 
Time, is continually sugge ing new and 
important changes, which, asa wise peo- 
ple, we should be ever ready, advisedly, 
to adopt, uninterred by the dread of inno~ 
ation; and with congcious rectitude for 
our guide, move boldly onward in the rapid 
march of improvement, and keep pace 
with the progress of successful experi 
ment. The American Constitution is cer- 
tainly the highest effort of political wis- 
dom, and approaches more nearly to per- 
fection than any other social compact for 
the government of man; yet a iair (rial of 
fifly years has detected in that snerea 
chart many serious and alarming errors, 
which, if we will but wisely avoid, at the 
same time adopting its favorable features 


adorning and beautifying the country, 
providing for ils safely and defence, ctr 


and availing ourselves of all the lights of 
modern experience, we shall soon be able 


to divise and perfect a system of our own 
which shall surpags its model as faras that 
has excelled all others. To achieve this 
desirable end, we must (urn to the great 
volume of history that lies open before us, 
and profit by the lessons it (enches. We 
may gather from its faithful records not 
only a knowledge of what has been tested 
by other nations and found (o be practi- 
cally beneficial or pernicious; but we may 
be taught the more solemn and important 
truth, (hat the instability of governments 
has not resulted from any thing inherent 
in the nature of haman institutions, to 
flourish and decay, like the vegetable 
kingdom, but from the fact, that all, with 
the exception of the American Constitu- 
tion, have been the result of chance, vice, 
and rapacity, instead of being fashioned 
by reflection, and based upon the solid 
grounds of private integrity and public 
morals. The principles of virtue and 
justice are unchangeable and indestruc- 
table, and (he government which shall be 
reared upon the one and administered 
spon the other, cannot fail to be an eter- 
ual bulwark to the rights of man. 

The founding of government upon a 
mrillen compact between the people and 
their rulers, is certainly a wise invention. 
By circumscribing the boundaries of pow- 
er, it deprives ambition of the means of 
misrule. The chief excellence, however, 
consists in the confidenee and safety which 
every individual must feel in the enjoy- 
ment of bis rights, under a tenure of his 
own selection. He holds them, not by 
the uncertain dictum of an arbitrary po 
tentate or privileged of men, but by vir 
tue of a high instrument, the standard of 
all rule and law, adopted by the special 
servants of the people, and clearly defined. 
approved and ratified, by a whole comma 
nity. But what would it avail a people, 
fellow cilizens, though they embody in 
their Constitution the wisest provisions 
and the most salutary doctrines, if they 
should be wanting in the necessary firm 
ness and patriotism to respect and obey 
them. Itis obvious (hat the advantages 
of such a system mnst rest npon a faithful 
compliance of all parties with the terms 
of the compact. If the people at large. 
and the different departments of govern- 
ment shall adhere with fidelity to its let- 
ter and ils spiril, the nation will be able 
to preserve its freedom, happiness and in- 
dependence. But if on the contrary, ei 
ther the people or the public functiona 
ries, unmindful of her obligations to its 
authority, shall sullur themselves to be 
hurried by the vivlonce of haneful pas. 
sions, or be seduced by the selfish sugges- 
tions of a temporary or narrow-minded 
policy, into a violation of its solemn. in- 
junctions, the inevitable consequences will 
be the loss of public credit, the destruc- 
tion of private confidence and the subver- 
sion of all order,moralily and safety. How 
important is it then to shield and protect 
the sacred charter of our liberties, alike 
from all encroachments, whether made by 
the people themselves or by those entrus 
ted with officinl stations. There is a 
pronencss in the nature af man to over~ 
leap the barriers that stand in the way of 
his celfish desires As individuals, we are 
res(rained from the violation of the laws. 
by the fear of punishment, but as commu 
nities, we have nothing to withhold us 
from an infringement of the Constitution, 
except that high morality and honest 
pride which makes the viriuous and en- 
lightened bosnm feel that ils country’s 
honor is its own. Hence I esteem it the 
first duly of a patriot. and highest evi 
dence of his patriotiam, to cherish and re- 
spect the Constitution of his country. Nor 
can I conceive of a more dangerous enemy 
to liberty than the popular chief who shall 
discard its authority under the hollow pre- 
text that he is acting for the good of the 
people. No reasons of State policy nor 
exigencies can juctify ils violation. Under 
apy and all circumstances its infraction is 
more dangerous than (reason: and ils de- 
thronement is the death of Liberty. Let 
me then invoke the people of Texas to 
stand by their Constitution. Let us offer 
no violeuce lo its precepts and restric 
tions. Let us bow to the supremacy of 
its authority. Letit be our cloud [this 
word cloud must surely be an error of the 
press] by day and our pillar of fire by 
sight. 

Heving every confidence in the dispo- 
sition and ability of the country to sustain 
itself from all invasions of its enemies, and 
folly satisfied that the Executive will meet 
with the hearty co-operation of an en- 
lightened and patriotic people, in whatey- 
er may be necessary for the preservation 
of national integrity and honor, it only 
remains for me to pledge myself, under 
the solemn requirements of the Constilu- 
tion, to a faithful fulfilment of my official 


duties.

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THOUGHTS ON THE PRESENT 
CONDITION OF PARTIES IN THIS! 
STATE. 

The result of the recent elections in 
Vandalia, shews that the Democratic par- 
ly possesses but a small majority in our 
State Legislature. And the vole in both 
branches of the General Assembly on the 
Anti-Sub-Treasury resolutions shews that 
even that small majority is rather nomi- 
nal than reals and that on the fest question, 
the Sub-Treasury is sometimes called 
by its friends,—the unflinching supporters 
of the present Administration are found in 
the minority. ‘here is evidently then a 
falling off in the Democratic ranks since 
L836, and a proportionate gain on the side 
of the Whigs. No party can Jong remain 
stationary. ‘Phe great principle of change. 
the conservative principle of nature, is 
applicable to parties us to individuals, and 
soften in both cases the happy principle 
of renovation. The present condition of par- 
ties in our State opens a fair field for phi- 
losophic speculation. Their numerical 
strength is nearly equals their efficient 
means of operating on public opinion are 
nearly equal; and with party scales thus 
nicely balanced, it will follow as 
certainly as the light of day succeeds the 
darkness of night, that the party which 
relies on intrigue and political manage: 
ment will be defeated ; and the one which 
(rusts to the immutable principles of justice 
honesty, and equal rights, will prove suc- 
cessful. 

We will now point out the phasia which 

ach of these divisions would be likely to 

present at this time, to an impartial ob 
server. The leaders of the Whigs have 
the reputation of possessing a higher stale 
of mental cultivation, and a greater shari 
of social refinement. Superior intelli 
gence and refinement in the leaders of a 
party, are moral advantages, which, all 
other conditions heing equal, must con- 
tribute to its snccess;—we take intelli 
gence and refinement, however, in the 
broadest and deepest sense. By intelligence, 
we mean true Intellectual power: nol the 
crude acquisitions of some of our puny 
politicians, composed of scraps and shred~ 
collected from newspapers; and by reline 
ment, we mean that grace and charm, in 
act and manner. which spring from a cul 
tivated mind and a benignant heart. 

Iu this acceptation of the erm, we con 
sider the prominent members of the Dem- 
ocratic party by no means inferior to the 
Whig party; perhaps with less pretension, 
they possess at least equal shrewduese, 
sayacity, and sound p:actical sense.— 
Wealth possesses vast influence in soci 
ety: here the Whigs have the advantage: 
they embrace a large proportion of the 
mercantile class—the shifting, bustling, 
speculating class; and that class whose 
wealth and fortunes enable them to court 
pleasure or enjoyment,or repuse; and whe 
are disturbed by the heaving of the pop 
ular mass. and consequently opposed to 
the movement party. Such men possess 
great weight and influence in society.— 
Opposed to this influence, we find on the 
side of the Democrats,the steady honesty 
of the great body of the agricultural class, 
and the sturdy independence of the me- 
chanic and laboring class. These men, 
relying for support on honest indusiry 
alone, seldom feel the changes and re- 
verses to which most of the other classes 
are too often subject, & are consequently 
firmer in their adhesion (o principle, and 
less controlled by motives of private in 
terest. 

One of the most powerful engines of 
party is the public Press. If it does not 
form, it controls and directs public opin- 
ion. “Give me,” says Pope,“the making 
of the ballads of a nation, and I care not 
who makes the laws.’ This was the say- 
ing of a man well acquainted with the 
human mind, and will apply with equal 
truth to newspapers. In a community 
where education is general, but not pro- 
found, the influence of the press on the 
opinions, manners, and morals of the peo- 
ple, is incalculable. But with all this 
magic power over ‘the world of the hes 
its tone may become too morally debased 
(o rouse a human fecling,or awaken a lu- 
man sympathy. Whenit labors to destroy 
(he social alfections, to vilify moral and 
social worth, (o drag the infirmities of an 
individual before the public glare, to ex- 
pose the misfortunes of his family to pub- 
lish shame, not for any violation of public 
or private trust, but formere difference of 
opinion or measures of policy—then, in- 
deed, the press has an influence, a deep 
and damning influence,on the cause il 
advocates. The character of (he gener- 
ality of newspapers in this State, of both 
parties,is susceptible of vast improvoment. 
Candour, too, compels us to admit, that a 
few of the leading Whig journals are con- 
ducted with some shew of fairness, and 
some degree of ability. Their views and 
principles. however erroneous and anti- 


{Democratic, are advanced with so much 


plausibility that they are often calculated 


Impose on the unsuspecting reader. On} 


the other hand, the principles of the Dem- 
ocratic party,in themselves sel f-evident— 
principles which inculcate the sacred doc. 
trine of equal rights, and which need only 
be proclaimed to be recognized as truths. 
are so often mixed up with course person- 
alities, and found united with clumsy, 
railleryyand yulyar abuse, that they suffer 
from the vile connexion, and are almost 
lost in the rubbish, On the whole,we are 
forced to conclude (hat, in respect lo force 
and efficiency in the management of the 
public press, the Whig party in this State 
has theadvantage. 

We cannot pass over the position of the 
(wo parties in relaiion lo the Banks. As 
the Whig party embraces the greater part 
of the mercantile,speculating, and sttion- 
ary classes—in a word, the privilege clas:- 
es, it consequently embraces nearly all 
those connected ‘with Banks, including 
borrowers and lenders, oflicers and diree- 
tors, The influence of Banks would thus 
naturally incline to (he. Whig side, with- 
out reference to the policy of the Demo- 
cratic party. But, meeting with the op- 
position of the Jatter, on the ground of 
their exclusive privileges, they are com 


*/pelled, in self-defence, to fling their whole 


weight into the Whig senle. Without 
some counteracting influence, this would 
soon tnin the seale. The following is that 
influence: Bank accommodations must al- 
ways be partial; and are sometimes so 
grossiy partial, as to excite the jealousy 
and hostility of all but the favored few. 
Besides, the great mass of the people al- 
ways entertain a salutar lousy against 
ny centralizing power, und particularly: 
when that power consists in the centrali- 
zation of wealth. The counteracting in 
fluence is thus, in most cases, equal to the 
influence of the banks. However, if well 
managed, the advantages in this particular 
will preponderate in favor of the Wh 
if improperly managed,in favor of the De- 
mocrats. We have devoted this article to 
the present position of partiesin the State, 
In our next we will submit some specula- 
lions on their future prospects.
